propriety, to preserve to the fullest extent 
the’ acheme of our chartered liberties, and 
to ward off if possible continued encroach- 
ments upon our constitutional plan of gov- 
ernment.) i:

It gan have 
no binding or obligatory effect whatever 
upon the ee: er future action of the 
Houses of the General Assembly upon the 
question involyed, for by the Constitution 
as stated above, each House is the sole had 
exclusive judge of this question, so far as 
membership of their respective bodies is 
cencerned, for all time to come, or so long 
as the Constitution shall remain as it is on 
that point. No change, it is presumed, 
will ever be made in it in this particular, 
for it is in strict conformity with that ani- 
versal law in all representative govern-
